Marin School Policy 


Two candidates for county 
superintendent or schools yes­ 
terday spoke before 40 Lark- 
spur-Corte Madera t e a c h e r s 
and said they favored the sta­ 
tus quo.

H. McCollom, said he did not. 
Dr. Samuel N. LeCount, who 
directs the adult education pro­ 
gram at College of Marin, em­ 
phasized the county superin­ 
tendent’s office is a “ service 
organization” for the county's 
school districts. 
Said Dr. LeCount: “ I feel 
there has been much unwar­ 
ranted criticism of the public 
schools. You hear that the so- 
called fundamentals are not 
being taught. It’s not true.” 
The other “status quo” can 
didate, Dr. Virgil Hollis, who 
is .principal of Mill Valley’s 
Park School, echoed the opin­ 
ion that the county’s teachers 
are doing a fine job. 


DARN GOOD J OB’ 
Said Dr. Hollis: “ I go into 
classrooms day in and day out 
and see a darn good job being 
done.” 
McCollom took issue with 
this. 
“ The mo st neg lected child 
in o ur scho o ls is the bril­ 
lia nt 
child, 
the 
o ne 
who 
co uld co ntribute mo st to o ur 
so ciety if he wa s stimula t­ 
ed.” 
(McCollom is 
principal of 
adult education at San Quentin 
Prison.) 
“ The catchwords ‘we’re not 
teaching subjects, we’re teach­ 


ing children’ is somewhat of a 
fallacy,” he continued.. “ We 
can’t rely on a child to decide 
what is best for him. An im­ 
mature mind cannot be expect­ 
ed to decide.” 


The answer, McCollom ar­ 
gued, is “ a return to funda­ 
mentals.” 
TEACHER QUESTION 
One teacher asked him what 
basis he had for saying the 3 
R’s were not being taught in 
Marin County. 
McCollom replied that a Cor- 
te Madera parent told him he 
had to sit down at the kitchen 
table with his two ’daughters 
and demonstrate to them free- 
arm writing. 
McCollom said he told the 
parent: “ There you have an 
example of parent-teacher co­ 
operation.” 
But 
the 
parent 
wanted to know why his chil­ 
dren were not getting proper 
writing instruction in school.

NEW YORK (IP)—Of all the 
Westerns on TV, the one I lik e 
best is an English Western call­ 
ed “Robin Hood.” 
True, “Robin Hood” is not 
cut from the ex act pattern of 
other TV oaters. In place of 
sun-boiled prairie and desert, 
it's set among cool trees. In 
place of six -shooters and bul­ 
lets, buffalo, ranches, cavalry­ 
men and guitars, it offers bows 
and 
arrows, 
deer, 
f a r m s , 
k nights and lutes. In conven­ 
tional Westerns whisk y is the 
drink ; in “ Robin Hood” the 
sauce is ale, mead or wine. 


OUTSIDE SOCIETY 
But there are deep similari­ 
ties between “ Robin Hood” and 
its shoot-em-up cousins in the 
colonies. Lik e 
most 
western 
heroes, Robin stands outside 
society. He is fearless, k ind, 
level-headed and a dead shot. 
As in many Westerns, the law 
—in this case, the sheriff of 
Nottingham—is crook ed. 
What distinguishes CBS-TV’s 
“Robin Hood” from the ordi­ 
nary run of saddle soap operas 
is its aura of good humor and 
tongue-in-cheek ness. 
Ordinar­ 
ily, TV Westerns have an air 
of solemnity about them. Even 
their “fun” moments — the 
drunk thrown out of the sa­ 
loon, the timid hotel clerk run­ 
ning for cover during a gun- 
fight, the scrawny k id who apes 
the hero’s movements — are 
rather labored ex amples of hu­ 
mor. 


TARZAN TYPES 
The ordinary Western hero 
k eeps his guns loose and his 
lips tight. lie wears the dolor­ 
ous visage of a victim of dys­ 
pepsia and he stalk s through 
his role with fierce grunts. I 
suspect that many of our cur­ 
rent Western actors studied in 
the Johnny Weismuller school 
of drama. 
Ah, but not Robin and his 
merry men. They laugh their 
way through adversity. 
Last 
night, they frightened away a 
phony spook and did some 
spook ing of their own. In other 


episodes this season, they have 
engaged in pig feeding ex peri­ 
ments to aid an impoverished 
nobleman, trick ed a 
comely 
innk eeper’s daughter out of be­ 
coming a member of their band, 
saved a Christmas goose from 
slaughter, joined forces with a 
bogus medicine man. and fright­ 
ened off a suitor of Robin's 
sometime girl-friend, Maid Ma­ 
rian. 


THE NEEDLE? 
As you can see, all of these 
situations are essentially ab­ 
surd and it Seems to me quite 
possible that the people re­ 
sponsible for turning out “Rob­ 
in Hood” may be needling ad­ 
venture shows generally with 
this series. 
What mak es “Robin Hood” 
credible in spite of its many 
broad situations is the quality 
of the acting in this English- 
made series. Richard Greene 
who plays Robin is only pleas­ 
antly adequate, but Alex ander 
Gauge (Friar Tuck ) and Archie 
Duncan (Little John) are play­ 
ers of much sk ill. 


BIT ACTORS 
In addition, there are all 
sorts of actors who zip in and 
out of “Robin Hood” in large 
and small parts who are a de­ 
light to watch in action. In

California economists have es­ 
tablished in a study that the 
average realty broker retains 
as profits less than 6 per cent 
of the amount received as com­ 
mission. 
“That is not sound 
economy,” declared Deedy. 


Effect of the change will 
be either to slice the amount 
received by an owner selling 
his home or slightly increase 
the sale price. 


The standard commission for 
selling unimproved lots has 
been 10 per cent for some time.

Two candidates for county 
superintendent or schools yes­ 
terday spoke before 40 Lark- 
spur-Corte Madera t e a c h e r s 
and said they favored the sta­ 
tus quo.

The other “status quo” can­ 
didate, Dr. Virgil Hollis, who 
is principal of Mill Valley’s 
Park School, echoed the opin­ 
ion that the county’s teachers 
are doing a fine job. 


DARN GOOD JOB’ 
Said Dr. Hollis: “I go into 
classrooms day in and day out 
and see a darn good job being 
done.” 
McCollom took issue with 
this. 
“The most neglected child 
in our schools is the bril­ 
liant 
child, 
the 
one 
who 
could contribute most to our 
society if he was stimulat­ 
ed.” 
(McCollom 
is 
principal of 
adult education at San Quentin 
Prison.) 
“The catchwords ‘we’re not 
teaching subjects, we’re teach- 
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ing children’ is somewhat of a 
fallacy,” 
he continued.. “We 
can’t rely on a child to decide 
what is best for him. An im­ 
mature mind cannot be expect­ 
ed to decide.” 


The answer, McCollom ar­ 
gued, is “a return to funda­ 
mentals.” 


TEACHER QUESTION 
One teacher asked him what 
basis he had for saying the 3 
R’s were not being taught in 
Marin County. 
McCollom replied that a Cor- 
te Madera parent told him he 
had to sit down at the kitchen 
table with his two ’daughters 
and demonstrate to them free- 
arm writing. 
McCollom said he told the 
parent: “There you have an 
example of parent-teacher co­ 
operation.”

It's Time To Get Started 
Planting Redwood Highway 


Last year we suggested in these col­ 
umns that the Redwood Highway is fast 
running out of redwood trees. 
We proposed that the State Division 
of Highways undertake the job of land­ 
scaping the famous route by planting 
redwood trees in appropriate places, 
like cloverleaf interchanges, along the 
right of way and other spots. 


The idea apparently caught on like 
wildfire. The Division of Highways said 
sure, they'd be happy to do it. The State 
Department of Public Works put their 
OK on the plan. The State Forester de­ 
clared h e ’d be happy to furnish the red ­ 
wood trees to make the plantings pos­ 
sible. In fact, he said, he'd like to help 
plant them because such a m ajor plant­ 
ing would furnish valuable information 
to his departm ent on the growth of the 
trees. 


The Redwood Empire Association e n ­ 
dorsed the idea. The Redwood Regional 
Conservation Council was all for it. 
Other conservation groups got behind it. 
And then what happened? 
N O TH ­ 
ING. 
We have just completed Conservation 
Week; Arbor Day. the obvious day to 
start such a planting project, has come 


and gone 
Our rainy season is running 
out. meaning that the tiny trees will 
have to be watered often because they 
are so young, rather than let nature 
do it for us. 
Last month at their Cloverdale m eet­ 
ing. the publishers of the Redwood E m ­ 
pire met and discussed the lack of ac­ 
tion. They reiterated their support of 
the project and asked why something 
hadn’t been done about it. 
We'd like to ask that question, too. It 
seems as if there has been adequate 
time to at least make a start on the 
project. We know that the Division of 
High wavs is busy with construction and 
maintenance work. Rut here, too, is a 
job that needs to be done. 
The highway from the Golden Gate 
Bridge clear to Santa Rosa is becoming 
a thing of joy and safety. The divided 
traffic lanes and the complex in ter­ 
changes are marvels of engineering and 
construction. 
Rut they definitely lack 
something — beauty. 
One of God’s masterpieces, the re d ­ 
wood tree, could add this necessary 
ingredient. 
The sooner we 
get the 
plantings un d er way, the sooner they 
will grow' in their majestic beauty.

The em ergence of the Vice 
President as m ore active and 
influential than ever, both in 
shaping and in expounding 
W hite House policy, has Pres­

I THINK IT IS accurate to 
say that Nixon is now deputy 
com m ander of the entire Ei­ 
senhow er administration.

there are at least three rea­ 
sons why this has come about: 
1.— The President’s health. 
Obviously there is need for 
Eisenhower to pace himself, 
to guard his strength every 
way he can and then to ex­ 
pend where and when he be­ 
lieves it best— this means that 
there must be another source 
of energy and stimulus. Nix­ 
on is that source. 
2.—The “clear understand­ 
ing, ’ now in writing, between 
the President and the Vice 
President that Nixon w ill be­ 
come 
Acting President the 
instant the need should arise. 
This has given new impetus 
to the larger leadership w hich 
the Vice President is exercis­ 
ing both back stage and front 
stage. 
3.— Finally, there is Rich­ 
ard Nixon’s own fate and fu­ 
ture. W hat happens to Nixon 
in 1960 may well be deter­ 
mined mainly by what this 
administration does now — 
about unem ployment, about 
tht recession, 
about taxes. 


about defense, about a sum ­ 
mit conference, about outer 
space. Indeed, w'hether Nixon 
has any future is going to be 
determined pretty much in 
the present. Nixon knows it; 
Eisenhower knows it; it is 
just inevitable that the Vice 
President, with even m oder­ 
ate encouragem ent from his 
boss, should take hold of ev­ 
ery possible initiative not only 
because he wants the Eisen­ 
hower administration to do 
its job well but also because 
he does not want some polit­ 
ical or economic calamity to 
prevent a Nixon adm inistra­ 
tion succeeding it. 


THIS IS WHY he took the 
lead last week to state, un ­ 
qualifiedly for the first time, 
that the Administration would

A 15-year-old Novato boy is 
enlisting the aid of Marip s 
Highway Patrol detachment 
in forming a teen-age club to 
be known as the California 
Junior Highway Patrol. , 
The articulate young idea 
man is Don Teague, eighth 
grader 
a t Novato's 
Marion 
School and son of Mr. and 
Mrs. John Teague of 907 Scott 
street. After school he deliv­ 
ers newspapers for the Inde­ 
pendent-Journal. 
Don claims he has interest­ 
ed 37 other Novato boys in 
his plan to organize a junior 
CHP unit. 


“ WE WOULD MEET every 
week—-in the beginning at my 
house,” he says. “Then after 
collecting some dues w e’d try 
to rent a hall. Maybe w e’d 
even hold a dance one or twice 
a year to raise money.” 
Chief objective of the ju n ­ 
ior CHP, says Don, would be 
to promote safety on Novato s

WASHINGTON (IP) — T h e 
alarm bell should have rung 
at both ends of Pennsylvania 
avenue last week when a cer­

Franklin D. Roosevelt’s big- 
time spending approximate­ 
ly 5,500,000 persons rem ain­ 
ed 
unemployed 
in 
August. 
1941. That was almost 10 per 
cent of the labor force exist­ 
ing then. 
N either the num ber of un­ 
employed nor their percent­ 
age 
of the available labor 
force is as large in this mid­ 
dle year of President Eisen­ 
hower's 
second 
adm inistra­ 
tion as were both figures in 
the first year of FDR’s third 
term. 


FDR WAS SOLD early on 
the 
idea 
of 
ptimp-priming, 
bigtime spending as a cure 
for depression. Depression, in 
turn, was most notably evi­ 
dent in terms of the num ber 
of unemployed. 
The New Deal came up in 
June, 1933, with PWA— the 
Public Works Administration 
which had more than three 
billion dollars to spend. H ar­ 
old L. Ickes, then secretary 
of Interior, wrestled all com­ 
ers for control of PWA and 
its billions and he won. His 
job was to get some big proj­ 
ects going — dams, bridges, 
public buildings. Ickes did it, 
too, but slowly 


THE NEW DEAL then turn ­ 
ed to hurry-up direct relief to 
create jobs. Harry L. Hopkins 
won 
that 
monied 
venture 
which was known as CWA— 
the Civil Works A dm inistra­ 
tion. Hopkins and CWA were, 
in effect, direct employers. 
Some of the jobless got jobs 
raking leaves, painting pic­ 
tures, teaching the arts, main­ 
taining roads, parks and play­ 
grounds. 


There were a great many 
jobs in CWA and, also, there 
was a great lot of foolishness 
and considerable politics. It 
seemed to somfe persons that 
Hopkins’ allotments to job- 
making money had a strange 
tendency to increase in cer­ 
tain important areas in the 
weeks just before an election. 
However 
that 
m a y 
be, 
neither Ickes’ 
indirect 
nor 
Hopkins’ direct approach to 
iob-making 
Was 
sufficient. 
Conditions did improve but 
not enough to w arrant any 
great 
confidence 
now 
that 
such methods could do any 
more against current unem­ 
ployment. 


THE UNITED STATES was 
worse off in the m atter of 
unemployment 
in 
August, 
1941, than it is today. A war 
was on the way, however, and 
on Dec. 7, 1941, the Japanese 
in a m atter of m inutes creat­ 
ed a situation which ended 
unemployment in the United 
States for a long, long time. 
FDR’s 
bigtime, 
d e f i c i t 
spending, how ver, did one 
job well. In the name of in­ 
flation it did a job on the 
U.S. dollar from which that 
shrunken item probably nev­ 
er will recover. FDR’s spend­ 
ing began the process which 
has cut the value of a buck 
to about 50 cents. 


THE PROCESS of shrink­ 
ing the lovely buck continues 
and that is very bad, indeed, 
because the welfare of the 
nation and its people depends 
first upon the integrity of 
their money. The record on 
spending a nation out of de­ 
pression in peace-time is not 
encouraging. 
Moreover, the record shows 
that the spending effort in­ 
vites or compels money infla­ 
tion which too easily can be­ 
come as deadly to the com­ 
mon man as being out of a 
job. More deadly, in fact. And, 
of course, it could— and may 
—happen here.

Batista Snubs 


Citizens' Call 
For Resignation 


Americans Ordered 


To Quit Sumatra City 


HAVANA Ufl — President 
Fulgencio Batista showed no 
sign today of heeding a call 
for his resignation by leaders 
of 42 organizations. 
The manifesto, declaring an­ 
archy and bloodshed could be 
averted only if Batista got 
out, came on the heels o/ a 22- 
point ultimatum by rebel lead­ 
er Fidel Castro giving the 
President until April 5 to quit 
or face “ a fight to the finish.” 
The presidential palace made 
no immediate 
comment 
on 
either demand. But it appear­ 
ed clear Batista is determined 
to stay on until after the elec­ 
tion he has set for June 1. His 
choice for president, former 
Premier Andres Ribero Agu- 
ero, has said no one can stop 
the balloting, which the rebels 
claim is rigged to block any 
opposition candidate from win 
mng. 
The manifesto—put out by 
representatives of 42 religious, 
fraternal, 
professional, 
civic 
and cultural 
organizations— 
called for the dissolution of 
Congress and formation of 
provisional transition govern­ 
ment representing all major 
factions. 
Castro’s ultimatum called for 
setting up a military junta im 
mediaely after Batista’s exit, to 
be following by a provisional 
regime to rule until genera 
elections could be held. 
The civic leaders’ manifesto 
denounces what it called “re 
pressive forces” exercised by 
Batista in an attempt to stem 
the revolt. 


JAKARTA, Indonesia (J*— U.

Mike Abramson of the Ma­ 
rin Rod and Gun Club and 
California chairman for Nation­ 
al Wildlife Week, today listed 
six "courses of action” for con­ 
servation-minded citizens who 
wish to help "protect our pub­ 
lic lands.”

Tell 
civic organizations—sportsmen 
and conservation groups, wom­ 
en’s clubs, garden clubs, Lions, 
Rotary, churchmen—what must 
be done. 
Point out to leaders the im­ 
portance of these lands to the 
recreational 
enjoyment a n d 
livelihoods of people in your 
area. 
Teach them that these 
benefits do not come from 
areas where soil erosion and 
wasteful practices have taken 
their toll! 
3. Show the people who are 
using the public lands — the 
farmers, lumbermen, mining 
concerns, hunters, fishermen 
and other outdoor enthusiasts 
—that their "privilege of use” 
does not entitle them to abuse. 
Let these people know that no 
user can be permitted to de­ 
stroy or permanently impair 
the soil, water, mineral, plant, 
scenic and wildlife resources of 
these areas. 
4. Protect and defend from 
encroachment, by special, self­ 
ish interests, parks, forests, 
grazing 
lands 
a n d wildlife 
areas. 
5. Get behind programs of 
your 
public 
land 
agencies. 
Study the problems they face 
in making the most of our rich 
public land resources. Public 
agencies are often hamstrung 
by political pressures and cri­ 
tical fund shortages in their 
efforts to provide proper care 
of the lands they manage. The 
public expenditure required to 
save these resources is small 
compared 
to 
the long range 
benefits that are possible with 
careful management. 
6. Support efforts of private 
c o n s e r v a t i o n organizations. 
With your help they can defend 
wildlife and recreational re­ 
sources against attack from 
people who seek selfish ends 
or political gain.

Trees To 


Be Processed 


By ADAH MARIE BLAUD 
Delayed long past its Jan. 1 
starting date by a combination 
of bad w eather and unexpect­ 
ed problems arising from the 
building of a new West Marin 
industry “from the ground up,” 
Sweet Tim ber Co. and Adron 
White Lum ber Co. nevertheless 
hopes to begin feeding logs 
through its sawmill south of 
Olema by April 1. 
The felling and hauling of 
Douglas 
fir 
trees 
began a 
month ago, as the rains per­ 
mitted. The mill pond is al­ 
ready filling with an inventory 
of logs against the tim e when 
the saws begin to scream. The 
five-acre pond was started last 
August, and the mill itself, be­ 
gun in October, should be fin­ 
ished in two weeks. 
TWO IN ONE 
Signs at the turn-off from the 
Olema-Bolinas 
road 
indicate 
that the mill is really two op­ 
erations in one: Sweet Tim ber 
Co. and Adren White Lum ber 
Co. The combined operation 
will process the tree from grow­ 
ing tim ber to surfaced lumber, 
and then send it by truck di­ 
rectly to building contractors 
and lum ber yards in the Bay 
Area. 
Sweet Tim ber Co. also ships 
lum ber out of Bandon, Ore. 
D. H. Sweet, m anager of the 
Olema company, brought with 
him from Oregon only key men 
needed to supervise local labor 
hired for non-skilled positions. 
Sweet and his general manager, 
Bob Smyth, both live in Fair­ 
fax with their families, and 
plan to be perm anent residents 
of the area. 
NEW TEACHER 
Other key men and their 
families are spread out in Ma­ 
rin County from Corte Madera 
to Inverness, with the heaviest 
concentration in the Inverness- 
Pt. Reyes section. The influx 
of school-age children has al­ 
ready necessitated the employ­ 
m ent of a new teacher for the 
Inverness School, and adequate 
housing 
facilities have been 
something of a problem. 
The company has leased land 
occupied by the mill and of­ 
fices from Boyd Stewart of 
Olema, and has a stumpage 
contract 
from 
three 
other 
tracts in the area — Stew art’s, 
Palomarin 
ranch, 
and 
Tevis 
ranch. This contract gives the 
Sweets rights to the tim ber on 
a long-term cutting basis, and 
although many factors deter­ 
mine the length of time re ­ 
quired to work the tim ber on 
the leased land, the fact that, 
the lum ber men have moved

their families to the Bay Area 
perm anently gives some indi­ 
cation of their optimism about 
a continued operation in West 
Marin. 
FIRE REGULATIONS 
Charles Reilly, county fire 
chief, is unusually happy about 
the new mill, because the most 
stringent fire regulations have 
been complied with. The build­ 
ings are of all-steel construc­ 
tion, and as there will be an 
absolute minim um of burning, 
the mill will operate on the 
lowest fire insurance rate. 
Because the mill is the band- 
saw type instead of the con­ 
ventional 
circular 
saw, 
the 
am ount of sawdust accum u­ 
lated in cutting has been re ­ 
duced by almost half. 
Bandsaws are long flexible 
strips of steel which run over 
drums, much like the belt of 
a sewing machine. Because of 
their high speed, the am ount 
of kerfage, or sawdust, is kept 


to three-sixteenths of an inch, 
compared 
with 
circular saw 
kerf 
of three-eighths 
of an 
inch. 
FIRST STEP 
Logs taken from the mill 
pond first pass the inspection 
of the sawyer, who looks them 
over to determ ine the way the 
first cut should be made to 
avoid a “spiked knot” — a 
knot that spread lengthwise 
through the lum ber instead of 
going straight through. 
The first cut trim s the bark. 
The edgerm an on the second 
and third cuts takes bark off 
two edges, depending on the 
cut. Then the m arker deter­ 
mines w hether the cant goes 
on to be resawed, or to the 
trim m er and out. All of this 
operates on a system known in 
mill parlance as the “merry- 
go-round.” 
The lum ber is brought up 
rough from the planer and sur­ 
faced. All of the Sweet lum ­ 
ber will be sold surfaced and 
tied together in steel-bound 
packages for easy loading and 
delivery. 
NO SHIPPING 
The company will not at­ 
tempt to do the m erchandis­ 
ing itself but will sell through 
wholesale 
distributors. 
Since 
the m arketing of lum ber is a 
highly technical process, chang­ 
ing from day to day much as 


the m arketing of produce, H 
works out best for all con­ 
cerned 
to 
have 
wholesalers 
take orders from Bay Area con­ 
tractors and lum ber yards and 
arrange that these be picked 
up at the Olema mill. A con­ 
siderable saving will be rea­ 
lized from the fact that no 
shipping by rail or boat is ne­ 
cessary. Trucks can pick up 
their “packages” at the Olema 
site and roll across the bridges 
to the East Bay and Peninsula. 
The company hopes that once 
operations are going full tilt, 
it will be able to tu rn out 60,- 
000 board feet per day. 
This 
would average out to about 
four truckloads of the pack­ 
aged lumber. 


DOUGLAS FIR 
The tim ber being processed 
is described as Douglas fir, al­ 
though there is some question 
about this. There are so m any 
kinds of fir that even experts 
have difficulty in determ ining 
the particular type, with which 
they 
are 
dealing. 
However, 
since all fir goes out on the 
same m arketing level, it makes 
little difference. 
Due to growing conditions 
peculiar to the area, this fir is 
harder than that growing else­ 
where. according to Sweet. The 
tim er stand being logged in­ 
clude trees up to 300 years 
old.

In place of 
sun-boiled prairie and desert, 
it’s set among cool trees. In 
place of six-shooters and bul­ 
lets, buffalo, ranches, cavalry­ 
men and guitars, it offers bows 
and 
arrows, 
deer, 
f a r m s , 
knights and lutes. In conven­ 
tional W esterns whisky is the 
drink; in “ Robin Hood” the 
sauce is ale, mead or wine. 


OUTSIDE SOCIETY 
But there are deep similari­ 
ties between “ Robin Hood” and 
its shoot-em-up cousins in the 
colonies. 
Like 
most 
w estern 
heroes, Robin stands outside 
society. He is fearless, kind, 
level-headed and a dead shot. 
As in many W esterns, the law 
— in this case, the sheriff of 
N ottingham — is crooked. 
What distinguishes CBS-TV’s 
“Robin Hood” from the ordi­ 
nary run of saddle soap operas 
is its aura of good hum or and 
tongue-in-cheekness. 
O idinar 
ily, TV W esterns have an air 
of solemnity about them . Even 
their “fu n ” m om ents — the 
drunk throw n out of the sa 
loon, the timid hotel clerk run 
ning for cover during a gun 
fight, the scrawny kid who apes 
the hero’s m ovements — are 
rather labored examples of hu 
mor.
